highway carnage already one 
jor national problems, lets 
first sensible and essential 
take this 
step: 
Make mandatory' installation and use 
of safety belts on every vehicle— trucks 
and automobiles alike — on our high­ 
ways. 
Pennsylvania m ight well start the ball 
rolling. 
And why not? 
The state law 
require* periodic inspections for safe 
tires, safe brakes, safe headlight beams, 
safe steering apparatus and so on. Why 
shouldn’t it require the safety belts on 
trucks and cars for saving lives? 
Tile idea of safety belts is not now, of 
course. 
Rut it’s time that we begin 
making use of the practical idea. “Seat 
belts save lives’’ is no longer a handy 
slogan. It's a proven fact. 
Last year 24.000 people were killed on 
America’s highways. More than 1,250,- 
000 were injured. 
Safety and medical people of the 
country, after years of research, are 
able to show that if seat belts were used 
on every vehicle, a minimum 5.000 lives 


would be saved and 400,000 serious in­ 
juries avoided. 
A nation-wide program of trying to 
"sell” the seat-belt idea to motorists has 
already commenced with the National 
Safety Council, American Medical As­ 
sociation and the U.S. Public Health 
Service the principal cooperating organi­ 
zations. 
Most automobile manufacturers have 
decided to ins-tAll safety-belt anchor­ 
ages for front seats in 1962 passenger 
cars. 
The program for persuading motor­ 
ists to use safety belts is good. 
That 
manufacturers will install the anchor­ 
ages is excellent. 
Rut what is most needed is legislation 
in Pennsylvania and in every other state 
of the Union making installation and 
use of safety belts— in front and rear 
of every car as well as on trucks—neces­ 
sary as a condition for using our streets 
and highways. 
This is a dramatic and vitally impor­ 
tant question discretion.

It Is not usual that a pass­ 
port is nam ed after a m an, 
but a fte r W orld W ar I, when

equivalent to a passport and 
generally recognized. That w as 
the N ansen 
passport, nam ed 
a fte r F rid tjo f N ansen whose 
hundredth anniversary will be 
celebrated on O ctober IO. 
Too

recognized 
th at perhaps the m ost frig h t­ 
ful result of w ar is stateless­ 
ness 
which 
to 
m any m eans 
hom elessness. 
Villages 
have 
disappeared; hom es have been 
hum eri to the ground; all doc­ 
um ents are lost. T here is no 
money, W h at does one do? 
W here does he live? W here 
doe* he go? W here are his 
relatives and friends? 
To

problem , 
Fridtjof 
Nansen 
devoted 
his 
life.

N orw egian, Nan>#n had gained 
fam e as an explorer. He was 
the first m an to cross G reen­ 
land. In 1896, aboard a sm all 
ship, the F ram . he set off to

Pole 
and 
cam e closer to it 
than any 
m an had before him. 
N ansen’s 
profession* 
w ere 
oceanography and diplomacy. 
He was the N orw egian Mims* 
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t# r to G reat B ritain and then 
led a diplom atic mission to th# 
U nited States. From 1920 un ­ 
til his death, he represented 
N orw ay at the L eague of N a­ 
tions.

JFK's Idea Grounded

hihI Raul Scott 
Washington — The daring pro­ 
posal 
that 
President 
Kennedy 
m ade l a s t w inter to organize 
Special anti-guerrilla forces to 
fight Communist subversion and 
guerrilla w arfare in undeveloped 
nations hasn t gotten off t h e 
ground* 
The 
President’s 
idea 
is 
"grounded'' in the White House 
by a controversy raging over the 
policy that the U S. should adopt 
in organizing and using this un­ 
conventional type of w arfare. 
Crux of this sharp battle is a 
proposal by Dr. Walt Whitman 
Rostow, special assistant to the 
President rn charge of drafting 
anti-guerrilla w arfare policy, 
It 
calls for giving control of this 
special w arfare to an interna­ 
tional organization under t h e 
United Nations. 
Rostow’s proposal, outlined at 
the 
Army's 
Special 
W arfare 
School, Fort Bragg, N.C., h i t 
the Pentagon like one of Khrush­ 
chev's megaton bombs. It caught 
the Army's limited w ar planners 
by complete surprise. 
Since the President first made 
this 
proposal 
last 
February, 


these 
planners 
have 
shaped 
plans to set up ll) a powerful 
antiguerrilla 
operating 
a n d 
training 
division 
within 
the 
Army, and »2) a global system 
of 
anti-guerilla 
units. 
These 
special units would become ac­ 
tive combat components of all 
the alliances of the free world— 
NATO, SEATO, CENTO, and th# 
Organization of American States. 
Rent ow'.* plan would greatly 
change this concept. 
Instead of making the anti­ 
guerrilla fight a U.S. directed 
and controlled w ar on the Krem­ 
lin's world-wide guerrilla opera­ 
tions, Rostow would shift the re­ 
sponsibility to the United Nations 
—where th# Soviets and the neu­ 
trals have a tremendous voice. 
This crippling possibility has 
so upset 
th# Joint Chiefs of 
Staff that they have taken some 
extraordinary steps to block the 
Rostow plan. 
In addition to en­ 
listing the help of General Max­ 
well D, Taylor, military repre­ 
sentative of the President, they 
have appealed to and won the 
support of Attorney General Rob­ 
ert Kennedy to fight the Rostow 
plan.

Kilauea A alraun

HILO, Hawaii (AP) — Lava 
spurted up 15 to IOO feet ysterday 
from unpredictable Kilauea Vol­ 
cano.
